1/6/16 Launch Meeting Date and venue confirmed. The meeting will take place on Friday July 8 th 
in the Supper Room Market Hall Appleby at 7.30pm.

Post meeting Following a phone call with Richard who emphasised that no publicity could go out 
until Press Release is approved by HLF and that on checking the documents from HLF he had now 
seen that it must follow a specific format which includes the sum granted.

4/6/2016 Equipment purchase . £600 has been allocated from the grant for purchase of 
equipment. The following items were suggested:- a digital camera, a lap top, and archaeological 
sundries e.g. trowels drawing board sieves etc. Much of the equipment will be supplied by Wardell 
Amstrong. A list of equipment needed will be available for discussion at our scheduled meeting on 
June 23 rd Martin R 

The difficulties of now paying by cheque were highlighted and Phyl agreed to contact Mike to see if 





there was any possibility of the group having a credit /debit card. 

Post meeting Mike has agreed to have overall financial control and he has been in contact with 
Barclays Bank who will be able to provide a debit card. He is now waiting for the relevant forms and 
will report back on June 23 rd . Mike 

5/6/2016 Publicity It was agreed that the priority was publicity for the launch meeting. All 
present felt that Richard's posters were excellent and proposed he be asked to produce one for the 
launch. The poster will require HLF logo, Appleby Archaeology and a new one for Dig Appleby. 
Suggestion for that include a trowel above the Appleby rose or a geographical feature of Appleby. 
The posters to be circulated by committee members as we normally do, and this publicity should 
coincide with the releases to Local Press. Circulation should concentrate on the Appleby and Kirby 
Stephen area, particularly Appleby and should include TICs, Libraries and other place thought 
appropriate by committee members.
